Troopers answering a tele- 
phoned report of shooting in 
the area stopped a car car- 
i rying a wounded man.

1 Gerald Baker, who had 
been shot in the chest, waa 
j dead on arrival at a Miami 
j hospital. 

! “He apparently was shot 
during a training maneuver

The former Green Berets 
were identified as Edward 
I KolJy, 33. and William J. 

1 Dempsey. 26. 

The occupants of the jungle 
camp surrendered without 
firing a shot. Deputies then, 
confiscated 16 rifles, a simi-

U)h and knives as well asi 
walkie-talkies and camping ,
